IIu declares thp.t the 
peopln, of Ireland in tlioir distress uiust 
know that from their sympatliioa murder- 
era havo escAped unpuni.shed, and thai 
the blood of innocent men has bean cry- 
ing to tho heavens for veugeiiuco yeor 
after year and age after age- without re- 
dress. Lord CranKrook admits that the 
niurdorors .iro now being reached, that 
crime is beginning to be punished, and 
there ia, consequuntly, a bettor chnni'e 
for order being restored and industries 
revived. Lord Craubrook'B speech is 
vory o.xplicit, . and loaves no room for 
doubt as to : how grievances in Ireland 
would bo redi-esied by the Tory party. 
That dreadful crime.s havo been commit- 
ted and criminals liavo trono unpunishod 
is trod. Tho Irisli are a turbulent race; 
but what had contributed to make thoni 
ho/ Groftc Britain has reaped in Iroi.ind 
as sho has sown. Centuries of misrule 
and rack-rent ing; enforced misery and 
poverty and conueinient discontent havo 
turned tho hearts of tho Irish people 
Hgai.ist their riiler.i. IJeinedial legi.slation 
has been attoniptod, in some instances 
with success; but it will take many years 
of kind and con.siderate rule to ufTaco 
from Ireland tho recollections of past 
wrongs. Earnestly it is hoped that no 
crime will go unpunished. The Phconix 
park assassins and tho dynamite fiends 
richly deserve hr.nging; btit we also hope 
that tho long catalogue n( scandalnus 
nbuECs will not go unredressed. 

TJJ£ BRITISH OUFERXMEXT AND 
THE AMERICAN FENIANS. 

According to a'roport eurroht at Wash- 
ington, British Minister West has inform- 
ed the State Department that he was in- 
structed by Lord Oranvillo to say that 
tho violent expressions which certain pjo- 
fesaed American citiiieua have given utter- 
ance to since tho dynamite e.\ploaion in 
London, might disturb the otherwise ami- 
cablu rolacious existing between Her Ma- 
jesty's govoriimentand the United States. 
A correspondent repeated this statement 
to Mr. West, and aikod him if it was true. 
West replied that of course ho could say 
nothing'in his ofticial capacity, and he 
would not admit that this govornmont had 
sent any such instructions to him, but ho 
said Dor Majesty's government could do 
no less than take some cognizance of the 
sentinientn given by O'Donovan Rossa and 
his asaooiateii, Fineriy and others, through 
their newspaper and othorwiso, and that 
ho expected just sonip-BUch instructions 
from Earl Granville. "lam gratilied," 
ho added, "at tho tone of a majority of 
tho American new.^paporH, and 1 think no 
reputable journals have exhibited any 
sympathy with tho preachers of anarchy, 
destruction and assassination." .Secre- 
tary B'reylinghuson was asked if the state- 
ment was true. "I have nothing to say 
upon the subject," was his answer. It is 
believed that somo communication has 
juat passed between the British Minister 
and the State Department, but there is 
not the loaaUreason tu say that " any thing 
like a menacing form may be R.scribed to 
it.

Nest to a sweat wo hud decoction.s 
of lierbs, barka and roots, and onco or 
twice we tried the earth cure. On one 
oucasion w hen a rod-headed miner from 
Ohio was laid up with a pain in hia 
side, a stranger came along from 
White Dog l'»ond and said ha could 
cure iiim by laying on of haiid.s. For 
threo long hours he smoothed away the 
patient as steadily as clockwork, and 
thfin there was a row. Tho "smoother" 
ftssortod that the cure was conijilete. 
while the patient doiiied tliat the pain 
was a whit easier, .'iiul, of coiirHe, wi;

Liabil- 
ities §80,000, mostly ICiigland and Scot- 
land. 

Halifax, iMarch 22.- There is the 
greatest freshet on the Cornwallis river 
known for years. The Madison and An- 
luqiolis railway is submerged, and badly 
w,-islied out for two miles. Half amileof 
the track at NN'i.suwoU's is three and a 
half feet under water, and at Munro 
marsh, a mile and a-half long, is nearly 
as bad. The railroad track is ia some 
places floating. All trains betweenWind- 
aor and Annapolis are cancelled. 

From Oxford, Cumberland county, 
come reports of the greatest freshet ever 
known. Throe bridges across tho river 
Phillip, one at the head of tidewater, one 
at O.xford, and another on the road to the 
station, are all carried away. .\ii ico jam 
caused the back-water, flooding houses 
from sixinchea to three feat deep. Somo 
families were removed in canoes and on 
rafts. .\ large number of small bridges 
are gone and communication is com- 
])letolyciit off in every direction. The 
damage iloiie t-j mills and bridges up the 
river must be very great, as a large iiuaii- 
tity of debris ia floating down tho river. 

Tho iee in Salmon river and Lcpper 
brook broke last night, and there is atre- 
mendouu freshet in .Salmon river, and the 
bridge is in danger of being sw-ept awa}'. 
The railway yard is flooded, and the up- 
per end of ward threo, in tho town of 
Truro, is submerged. It is still raining 
heavily anil the river is rising. 

A telegram from Lingan states that 80 
uni(mist minors camo there yesterday and 
surrounded tho Lingan minors when re- 
turning fnun work and attacked thom. 
Thoy badly kicked tho engineer, black- 
smith and others, including the manager. 
After night the rioters increased in num- 
bers, and visited tho n-orkmon's houses, 
breaking doors and windows. This morn- 
ing they broke the doors of some hpuses, 
draggetl the men out and beat three of 
them severely. Woinun and children are 
terror-stricken, as the rioters have charge 
of the place. Some of tho workmen took 
refuge in the manager's house, and one of 
these has been badly hurt. 

Haui'a.x, March 22.— Rep'orts con^ 
tinue to arrive from all sections of dam- 
age toprojierty from tho freshets. Whilo 
the losses .-ire not enormous, the aggre- 
gate of damage will be most serious. In 
nearly every county the bridges have 
been swept away. 

-■V telegram from Cumberland to-day 
aaya there has been great damage and 
loss of property on the Wallace river, .ind 
Teed's, .Stephens' and Kerr's mill are 
swept away, and tho bridges are also de- 
stroyed. Howard's mill and bridge are 
also destroyed. Seamen & Co.'s sawmill 
was carried down the river two miles. 
Tho IMcCnm bridge, on the .Spring Hill 
and Peterborough railway is washed out, 
and in consequenco traflic ia suspended 
entirely. 

Toronto, March 22. — The following 
message has been received from Colonel 
DoWinton, secretory to the Marquis of 
liorne:
